They may be defeated; defeat always has been a 
probability cf their last-ditch defense. 
They may be 
virtually exterm inated; that also has been one of the 
probabilities of their situation. 
But their countrym en are betting they will not 
surrender The Americans and Filipinos on B ataan 
can have no illusions about their fate if they su r­ 
render.
